Frosty Days 

Y OU need good llllInK bread.s 
(or breukfuat these brisk 
morninKs, and also fruit In 
Beveral forms. Fortunately Ihorc 
are delicious ways to combine 
them. Here are some recipes 
whfeh will prove It: 

^Vhlll^'v'hrat Fruit Brentl'. SIK 
toeether two and a half eup- 
whotewher>» flour, four teaspoons 
IrnkMu; powder, one teaspoon sail 
and four luhleapoons bUicar. and 
add one well heati ii egg. Add one 
tablespoon butter, one cup nil’k 
and one eup well drained crushed 
Hawaiian plueapph*. Hako In a 
loaf pan In a slow oven. 350 de¬ 
grees. for from forty-flve to fifty 
inln ute.s. 

Viimtpjilr Half Monn^'. Cook 
together until thick the contents 
of an S'ounce can of crushed 
Hawaiian pineapple. one*thlrd cup 
Bugur and a few grains of salt, 
then cool slightly. Sift together 
two cups flour, four teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon sail 
and one tablespoon sugar, and cut 
In one*ihlrd cup shortening. Add 
three-fourtliH cup milk, roll out 
quite thin and cut In rounds. Put 
a touspoonful of the pineai>tfle^on 
each round, fold over and pinch 
the edges together. Hake In a hot 
oven. degrees, for tw'elvo inlu* 
uie?'. Thl.s makes sixteen.
